Henceforth, when any citizen is 
tll worked up over any matter, 
and he wishes to relieve his feel- 
ings by saying a few words, his 
best plan will be to hire a taxi 
with a deaf driver, and hike it 
rapidly out to the bush, for there 
will be no safe place for him 
within the city limits. 

Just What Is Included 


On Wednesday the bylaws and legie- 
lation committee approved of the 
“public order“ bylaw, which enacts 
the following: 

“No person shall make use of any 
profane swearing, obscene, blasphem- 
oue or grossly insulting language with- 
in the city of Edmonton, which is like- 
ly to cause a breach of the peace, or 
o as to cause annoyance to any per- 
son or persons in the neighborhood.” 

No person shall lurk about any 
dwelllng house or private premises eo 
fs to cause annoyance to any occupant 
thereof.” 

Ald. Pratt was not quite in favor of 
the wording of the bylaw and would 
have liked to have seen a little more 
latitude. “Why,” he said, “any person 
might be passing along Jasper avenue 
making a few innocent remarks to 
himeelf, and a woman coming along 
could take objection and have him 
pinched. 

Ald. Mra. Ross very much doubted 
whether the term “innocent” could 
very well be used in auch connection, 

Ald. Bury. There will be complete 
silence in the streets of Edmonton 


after this. 
Effect On Golfers 


Commiesioner Yorath: Will this 
apply to the golf course? Ald. East, 
Chairman: The golfers are not likely 
to be annoyed at what they hear. 

Ald Bury: It may have the effect 
of driving the membership of Mayfair 
club, which is in the city limits, out to 
the country club. 

Ail that now remains to be done is 
for the counoll to pass the bylaw. 

The second clause of the bylaw has 
to do with “Peeping Tome,” and is for 
the purpose of controlling those per- 
sons who love to prowl] around at 
night, with the hope of seeing some 
vision of beauty reflected in a lighted 
window or to find the corner of a bed- 
room blind uplifted. 

It is stated that the prevalence of 
bungalows and first-storey bedrooms 
has created quite a class of these 
“night birds“ in the city. 

The bylaw will give the authority to 
prosecute them if caught. 

Taxi Bylaw 

Some further attention was given 
to the bylaw to regulate taxicabs, and 
it was again sent to council, 

A new point is that the provincial 
government should be asked to issue 
„ special series of numbers for taxi- 
cabs, Also that they must use a dis- 
tinguighing plate marked “taxicab.” 

Cleaning Husinceses 

Consideration was also given to the 
bylaw which is intended to cover the 
operations of dry-cleaning establish- 
ments and the matter was thon left 
over. 

The chief point is the regulation 
dealing with the use and storage of 
gasoline.

Declares That Conservatives Have Succeeded in 
Return of Majority of Members by a Definite Minor- 


ity of Electors—Also Discusses Position of Labor 


Party. 


New York. Nov. 22 — (Canadian 
Preas).—In an editorial in this morn- 
ings’ iswue the New York Times com- 
ments at length upon the views of Mr. 
David Lloyd George concerning the 
recent election in Great Britain and 
the present political situation of the 
nation. Mr. Lioyd George's analysis of 
the election returns and the situation 
which has resulted from them was 
contained in special copyrighted cable 
from London, printed by the Times. 
Among the points of the ex-premier’s 
statement which the paper reviows 
editorially are following: 

Mr. Lioyd George declares that 
while the Conservatives have succeed- 

in obtaining the return of the 
majority of the members of parlia- 
ment. the most notable feature of the 
election was the return of a decisive 
majority of members by a definite 
minority of electors. He quotes stat- 
istics on the popular vote similar to 
those which have been carried from 
London by the Canadian Press and 
controverts the prime ministers 
claims that he has received a vote of 
confidence from the country, saying 
that a minority of three million in 
the national referendum could hardly 
be claimed as a vote of confidence. 


Rays 

Changes in the British electoral 
system are declared necessary by Mr. 
Lioyd George, unless representative 
government is to be discredited alto- 
gether. He says a new danger to con- 
stitutional government uudsubtedly 
arises from the working of the pres- 
ent system and suggests that parlia- 
ment should devote its mind and dir- 
ect ites energies to discovering some 
machinery for averting the danger, 
because if people are to be governed 
by a succession of governments who 
rule in epite of the protest of a maj- 
ority of the people, the authority of 
the government will be weakened be- 
yond repair. 

In this connection, the Times points 
out, Mr. Lioyd George discussed the

help or as the fatal after-damp enuf- 
fed out their lives. A.J. Jones, a min- 
er who was working in the forty-ninth 
west entry of the mine at the time of 
the blast, proved a hero. When the 
explosion occurred, Jones gathered 
five white miners and fifteen negroes 
who were working near him and atart- 
ed to lead this party toward the mouth 
of the mine. 

After after-damp became ao dense, 
Janes said, that he felt the journey to 
the outside was impossible and to- 
gether the band began to make pre- 
parations (o die. Gathering about 
Jones, they sat down, huddling to- 
gether to await death. 

Suddenly, they heard a man’s voice 
asking if there were any men atil! alive 
within range of the voice. Several of 
the men answered. 

“Pull Down Brattices’ 

“Pull down your brattices.” yelled 
the voice. It's ull right here, and if 
you can break through, we will all win 
out.“ 

Jones led his men in the work and 
soon the little band was safely outside 
ef the mine, having passed through 
the manway to Mine Two and thus 
reached safety, 

About 30 men saved their lives by 
blocking a passage way into the mine 
‘trip’ and thereby shutting off effec- 
tively the poisonous gases and utter 
damp until the fans were started again 
and cleared the way for them to reach 
the outside alive, 

4 the nieht wore on fresh crewa re- 
placed tired workers, 

Mangled forme were borne tenderly 
but with great speed from the pit. 
Caravans of ambulances wended their 
Way along the narrow crooked road 
that led from the mine to hospital. 
At 10 o'clock it was announced that it 
would take until early morning to re- 
move the injured and at that hour the 
task of removing the dead would be 
undertaken, 

Has One Slope Opening 

Golmite mine No. 8 is operated on 
a 60-inch pratt coal seam and has one 
slope opening. According to the laat 
report to the state mine inapector, the 
mine generates gave but sufficient fan 
ventilation and other safeguards were 
maintained to cause the mine to be 
regarded as sate. 

Fifty men, mostly white, were 
caught under the wreckage of the 
three „trip“ care whick plunged at 
great apeed when they broke loose 
from their mooring at Tip One, from a 
100 feet above.

The Other Side of It 

Hon. Hoadley says he is 
convinced that there has been too 
much paternalism on the part of 
the Provincial Government to- 
ward farmers. Perhaps so. If so, 
the farmer is not the only party 
who has been taught to look to the 
Government for more than he 
should expect, nor the Alberta 
Government the only offender. 
Elsewhere in Canada, and the 
world over, the trend in recent 
years has been to make Govern- 
ments take care of the individual. 
It is an evil tendency, and the 
sooner it is reversed the better. 
But if it is to be reversed there 
will have to be a change in another 
direction also. The money which 
Governments spend in taking care 
of people who should take care of 
themselves has to be collected in 
taxes. If the ‘‘doles’’ are to be 
cut out, the taxes should be cut 
down. The individual can make 
his way in the world if he is left 
to use what he earns. But he can- 
not hand over his surplus earnings 
to the Governments and still lay 
up something for himself against 
the inevitable rainy day. As 
matters stand in Canada the muni- 
cipal, provincial and federal gov- 
ernments are taking the surplus 
carnings of the individual, and 
leaving him no reserve against 
contingencies. If the Provincial 
Government is to stop advancing 
seed grain to farmers who need it, 
and giving assistance to other 
classes who find themselves in dif- 
ficult circumstances, it is to be 
supposed that there wi!l be a cor- 
responding reduction in the 
amount of taxation that is impos- 
ed upon the public. Paternalism 
necessitates high taxes. But high 
taxes without paternalism would 
be even worte. 


Paying Without Protest 

The commissioner for northern 
Manitoba has been denying 3 
rumor that the Hudson’s Bay rail- 
way is not to be completed. Un- 
fortunately there does not seem to 
be even a rumor that it will be 
completed at any early date. For 
years the railway has been con- 
structed ¢o within a hundred miles 
of the Bay, and in operation. But 
construction is not being carried 
forward, and there is little public 
demand, from the newspapers or 
otherwise, that the project be 
finished and the new outlet for the 
Western crop thus opened. The 
enthusiasm in the West for this 
new short-cut to Europe seems to 
have died out when the Dominion 
Government took over the C.N.R. 
and G. T. P. railways. Perhaps the 
hope was that under Government 
operation freight rates on grain to 
Montreal would be so low that the 
shorter route would not be needed. 
Experience has dispelled that 
dream. Now the fear is that if the 
Hudson 's Bay route were opened 
up the deficit on the National rail- 
ways would be far heavier than it 
is. The fact is that the Western 
crop is being made to go over the 
„long haul in orde: that the 
Government railways may collect 
the maximum freight charges on it 
and thus keep down their losses. 
And seemingly the Western grain - 
grower does not mind. At any 
rate he is not doing any very 
noticeable kicking about it. 


A Saskatoon Oritic 

Mr. Evans, Progressive member 
for Saskatoon, complains that 
‘(The attitude of the Alberta mem- 
bers at the recent caucus of Pro- 
gressives at Winipeg was searcely 
consistent.

Permission To Do Business. 
Merchants in the city are not to 
be prosecuted for keeping their 
stores open six days per week for 
the remainder of the year. That 
seems to be what the proceedings 
on Tuesday evening imply, and all 
that they amount 0. The negotia- 
tions between the retail mer- 
chants’ association and the store 
workers’ union were undertaken 
at the suggestion of the city admin- 
istration, There would be no con- 
ceivable reason why the civie 
authorities should try to bring 
about an agreement of the kind 
unless on the understanding that 
council would sanction it. To do 
that it would seem to be in order 
for council now to pass a resolu- 
tion explicitly stating what lines 
of business are to be exempt from 
the charter provisions which call 
for a half holiday per week. That 
should have been done immedi- 
ately it was found that the former 
blanket resolution was out of 
order. Had it been done the city 
would not now be in the ridiculous 
position of having started legal 
action against dozens of merchants 
for doing business on a business 
day. As the stores were being kept 
open any way, this permissive re- 
solution will not be so much a con- 
cession to the merchants as an act 
to extricate council itself from 
embarrassment, To put the matter 
plainly, council finds that it has 
to back up, gracefully or otherwise 
as the aircamstances permit. 
Either that, or it must undertake 
litigation of unknown cost and un- 
certain outcome for the purpose of 
unwarrantably hampering the 
carrying on of the business activ- 
ity upon which the city subsirts. 
That situation need not have come 
about ,and should not have come 
about, but having been allowed to 
develop the course it is apparently 
intended to take is the one that 
should be taken. Edmonton lives 
an the business that is done here. 
Its progress and prosperity de- 
pends upon the amount of outside 
business that can be drawn tv the 


eity. The times are such that all. 


the trade that can be induced and 
attracted to the city will be none 
too much to keep the wheels going. 
wo insist upon a half-holiday ar- 
rangement, or any other sort of 
unnecessary restriction, that 
would hinder the business men of 
the city in their efforts to create 
business and attract business 
would be to strike a blow at the 
well-being of the city and of every. 
one who has a stake in it. To spend 
and risk civie money in such an 
enterprise would be to squander 
the substance of the taxpayers in 
an attempt to make their condi- 
tions worse. Whatever is to be 
said of its past conduct, council 
will be doing the right thing now 
in eonforming to the Jaw as inter- 
preted by the courts in such way 
as to excuse itself from prosecut- 
ing men for carrying on the busi- 
ness by which the city lives. 

It is to be noted that the arrange- 
ment voted on Tuesday evening 
only covers the remaining weeks 
of the year. If council is wise 
when it comes to deal with the 
matter it will put no time limit on 
the exemption of the stores from 
the half-holiday clauses of the 
charter—certainly not unless the 
merchants and their employees in

6. The inauguration of an unem- 
ployment policy that will not be de- 
moralizing and that both federal and 
provincial governments be importuned 
to assume their responsibility towards 
same. 

6, The Canadian Labor party depre- 
cates the action of the 1922 council in 
usurping the people's rights in the 
matter of the gas question, We stand 
on the principle that an agreement 
made by the vote of the people should | 
only be amende by a similar vote. 

7. The Canadian Labor party stands 
by the principle of a weekly half holi- 
dax. 

The duties being carried out by the 
various committees are as follows: 

Organization Committec. 

Organization committee. This com- 
mittee will procure a map and divide 
the city into polling subdivisions, each 
of which is to be under the care of a 
captain and a committee chosen by him 
While acting separately, this commit- 
tee will be directly reaponaible to the 
organization committee. Suitable 
speakers will be obtained to address 
the various unions and organized par- 
ties in the city. 

Publicity committee will circularize 
all organizations of the city and will 
also consider the distribution of cir- 
aulars from house to house, paying 
particular attention to the east end 
citizens. This committee wil! also | 
care for the advertising of meetings, 
apeakers, etc 

Campaign committee; will provide 
transport for candidates attending | 
meetings, plan itinerary of meetings, 
provide scrutineers for the polling 
booths.
